F. D. Gardner, Ex-Governor Robert Stroup Confesses 
of Missouri, Died Monday 


St. Louis, Dec. 
18.—Frederick 
I). Gardner, 
64 years 
old, 
war­ 
time governor of 
Missouri 
and 
well known 
in 
national 
Demo­ 
cratic circles, died here early to­ 
day of a toxemic infection of the 
jaw which developed after extrac­ 
tion of a tooth. 
Former Gov. Gardner had been 
ill for three weeks. 
His condition 
grew steadily 
worse 
until 
last 
Friday an operation 
to 
prevent 
the spread of the infection to the 
base of the brain was performed. 
His condition grew steadily worse 
and hope was given up last night. 
Gardner held only 
one 
public 
office—that of governor for a 4- 
year 
term 
1916-1920— although 
urged many times by his friends 
to continue in public life. 
In 1920 
and 
1924 groups 
of 
state Democrats asked Gov. Gard­ 
ner to become the 
favorite 
son 
from Missouri 
at 
the 
national 
Democratic 
conventions, 
either 
for president 
or 
vice-president, 
but he declined. 
Most outstanding of his accom­ 
plishments as governor was 
the 
wiping out of the state debt, which 
was $2,250,000 when he went into 
office. 
When his term ended there 


was more than $3,500,000 in 
the 
state treasury. 
Gov. Gardner was born in Hick­ 
man, Ky., Nov. 6, 1869, the son of 
Wm. H. Gardner, 
a Confederate 
veteran, and Mary Ellen Dozier 
Gardner. 
He was one of 5 child­ 
ren. After his mother died during 
a 
yellow 
fever 
epidemic, 
they 
moved to his father’s former home 
in Weakley county, Tenn., where 
the son went to public school.
